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This  supplement  brings  to  date  the  Index  of  Prices 
Received  by  Oregon  Farmers  bulletin  published  in 
January  1954  and  the  Oregon  Farm  Product  Prices 
bulletin  published  in  December  1954.  Table  or 
page  numbers  corresponding  to  a  particular  series 
in  the  other  two  bulletins  are  shown  in  parenthesis 
at  the  top  of  each  table  to  facilitate  use  of  the  data. 
In  addition  this  report  presents  a  revised  series  of 
Oregon  farm  price  indexes  1945  to  date.

REVISED  INDEX  OF  OREGON  PRICES  RECEIVED 

The  revised  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Oregon  Farmers  is  shown  by 
months  and  by  years  for  the  period  January  1945  to  December  1956.  These 
revised  index  numbers  use  a  recent  set  of  weights  for  the  last  ten-year 
period.  The  Index  published  in  January  1954  had  an  applicable  set  of  weights 
for  two  intervals  --  January  1910  to  April  1934  using  1924-29  weights,  and 
May  1934  to  date  using  1937-41  weights.  Due  to  the  shift  in  the  relative 
importance  of  commodities  since  1941  (See  chart),  a  new  set  of  weights  is 
appropriate.  In  this  revised  series,  prices  from  April  1945  to  the  present 
were  weighted  by  the  1946-50  average  quantity  sold  to  combine  prices  of 
individual  farm  products  into  sub-group  indexes.  The  sub-groups  were 
weighted  into  group  totals  by  applying  percentages  representing  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  total  cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  commodities  in  the  particular 
group  during  the  1946-50  period. 

April  1945  was  selected  as  the  link  point  because  on  this  date  the  live¬ 
stock  index,  at  204  per  cent  (1910-14  average  a  100),  was  the  same  as  the 
crop  index,  thus  a  shift  to  new  weights  would  not  change  the  all  commodity 
index. 

It  is  important  to  shift  weights  at  intervals  to  keep  abreast  with  changes 
in  the  relative  importance  of  commodities.  The  following  chart  shows  this 
shift  in  the  relative  importance  of  commodity  groups  based  on  cash  farm 
income  in  the  three  weight  periods  --  1924-29;  1937-41;  1946-50. 
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It  may  be  noted  that  cash  farm  income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  was  52.  6  per  cent  of  the  income  from  all  com¬ 
modities  in  the  6-year,  (1924-29)  period.  This  increased  to  54.3 
per  cent  in  1937-41  and  then  went  down  to  45.5  per  cent  in  the 
period  1946-50.  The  most  significant  change  has  been  the  decrease 
in  the  relative  importance  of  wool,  mohair,  and  other  livestock 
(horses,  mules,  and  honey)  from  6.9  in  the  first  period  (1924-29) 
to  0.  9  per  cent  in  the  new  weight  period  (1946-50).  Dairy  products 
also  declined  from  17.  3  to  13.  8  per  cent  of  total  income.  Some¬ 
what  offsetting  was  the  increase  in  the  relative  importance  of 
poultry  and  eggs  from  7.  9  to  9.  6,  mostly  due  to  increased  broiler 
production. 

Changes  also  occurred  within  the  sub-groups.  For  instance, 
the  percentage  of  cash  income  from  meat  animals  was  up  only 
slightly,  but  the  percentage  of  cash  income  from  cattle  and  calves 
increased  from  10.  5  in  the  first  period  to  15.  4  per  cent  in  the  third 
period,  but  this  increase  was  almost  offset  by  the  decrease  in 
income  from  sheep  and  lambs. 

Cash  income  from  crops  was  47.4  per  cent  of  total  farm 
income  in  the  6  years  1924-29,  declined  to  45.  7  per  cent  in  the 
years  1937-41,  then  increased  to  54.5  per  cent  in  1946-50.  Seed 
crops  led  the  groups  showing  increases.  In  the  earlier  period  income 
from  seeds  was  0.4  per  cent  of  total  income,  but  by  1946-50  seeds 
accounted  for  5.  1  per  cent.  Commercial  vegetables  were  next, 
increasing  from  2.  8  per  cent  of  total  to  6.  3  per  cent.  Smaller 
increases  were  made  by  potatoes,  feed  grains  and  hay,  and  other 
field  crops.  The  greatest  change  in  the  all  crops  group  was  the 
decrease  in  the  relative  importance  of  wheat.  In  1924-29,  wheat 
income  made  up  16.  2  per  cent  of  the  total  cash  farm  income.  By 
the  1937-41  period  wheat  accounted  for  only  10.  6  per  cent  of  the 
total  income,  but  advanced  to  11.3  per  cent  in  the  1946-50  period. 
Income  from  fruit,  nuts,  and  berries  also  decreased  a  little  in 
relative  importance.  In  1924-29  this  group  represented  13.9  per 
cent  of  the  total  farm  income;  was  12.7  per  cent  in  1937-41,  and 
13.0  per  cent  in  1946-50. 

Cash  farm  income  is  made  up  of  two  components  --  quantities 
sold  and  average  prices  received  for  the  products  sold.  The  Index 
of  farm  product  prices  is  a  measure  of  the  level  and  trend  of  prices 
received  by  farmers.  Index  numbers  make  possible  the  comparison 
of  price  changes  for  specified  groups  of  commodities.  The  following 
chart  shows  a  comparison  of  prices  received  by  Oregon  farmers  for 
the  livestock  and  livestock  products  group  and  for  the  all  crops 
group.

These  prices  published 
in  December  1956  were  developed  primarily  for  use  in 
estimating  value  of  production  and  based  on  sales  to 
December  1.  In  many  cases  sales  up  to  December  1 
represented  only  a  small  part  of  the  season’s  total  sales.
